20 Status of the prosecution 

This application is under appeal. A first appeal brief under 37 C.F.R. 1.192 was filed Feb. 27, 
2003. A supplementary amendment which amended claims 24-35, 53-60, and 84-93 was filed 
on 3/31/03. On 8/26/03, Examiner mailed an Advisory Action indicating that the amendment 
of 3/31/03 had not been entered and requiring that Applicants submit a new appeal brief that 

25 took the amended claims into account. Applicants filed an amended appeal brief on 9/11/03. 
On 11/13/03, Examiner mailed an Advisory Action indicating that the amended claims would 
not be entered. On November 17, Applicants' attorney called Examiner to discuss the current 
status of the application with her. Examiner indicated that if we did nothing in response to the 
Advisory Action of 11/13/03, the appeal would go forward on the basis of the appeal brief of 

30 2/27/03. Applicants did nothing, and when nothing further happened in the appeal, Applicants 
called Examiner on 2/20/03. In response to that call, Examiner indicated that some kind of 
response to the advisory action was required to get things moving again.
